In  buying  Gladioli  from  us,  you  are  assured  of  receiving  good,  healthy,  plump 
bulbs,  grown  under  ideal  rigorous  Northern  climatic  conditions,  that  will  give  good 
account  of  themselves  when  planted  elsewhere. 

About  Gladioli  and  How  To  Grow  Them 

Gladioli  are  easy  to  grow  and  will  give  satisfactory  flowers  even  for  the  most  in- 
experienced  gardeners.  They  are  about  the  most  adaptable  of  all  garden  flowers  and  are 
equally  at  home  in  the  most  humble  garden  or  the  most  pretentious  estate.  They  are  not 
expensive,  and  no  other  flower  of  their  class  will  bloom  so  readily  in  any  soil  or  any 
climate  at  as  little  cost. 

Flower  lovers  everywhere  are  filling  their  gardens  with  beautiful  Gladioli.  Eiome 
owners  are  planting  them  in  their  first  gardens.  Industrious  men  and  women  are  planting 
them  in  quantities  for  the  sale  of  the  cut^flowers.  Enthusiasts  are  growing  them  as  a 
hobby,  assembling  large  collections  of  varieties  and  adding  to  their  plantings  from  year  to 
year  by  the  purchase  of  new  and  rare  introductions  ofttimes  at  high  prices.  Florists  grow 
them  by  the  thousands,  forcing  them  out  of  season  under  glass,  and  planting  them  in  the 
field  to  be  cut  for  decorative  uses. 
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Gladioli  are  more  universally  successful  in  every  section  of  the  country  than  most  other 
flowers.  They  thrive  in  the  rigorous  climate  of  the  Northern  States  and  in  Canada,  where 
they  afford  a  wealth  of  glorious  blooms  from  early  July  until  the  frosts  cut  them  down  in 
the  fall.  They  are  at  home  in  the  Eastern  States,  the  Middle  West,  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
States,  and  even  in  the  desert  country  of  the  far  West,  wherever  water  is  available  to  grow 
the  common  garden  vegetables.  Even  in  the  tropical  climates  of  Florida  and  Southern 
California,  Gladioli  are  grown  in  quantities,  and  they  bloom  luxuriously  while  the  North 
is  mantled  by  the  snows  of  winter. 

If  you  are  not  already  growing  Gladioli,  plant  some.  Plant  as  many  as  you  can,  but 
at  least  plant  a  small  collection,  and  know  the  delight  of  growing  these  wonder  flowers. 
They  will  repay  you  in  pleasure  many  times  over  for  the  slight  time  and  labor  invested. 
Your  success  is  assured  if  you  will  follow  the  planting  suggestions  here  given. 


Cultural  Directions 

What  to  Plant.  For  best  results  be  sure  to  plant  good  bulbs.  The  best  bulbs  for  garden 
planting  are  young  bulbs  grown  up  to  maturity  from  small  bulblets.  These  are  high 
crowned,  or  thick  and  spherical  in  shape,  as  distinguished  from  old  bulbs  of  thin,  flat 
form  that  have  bloomed  at  their  best  for  a  season  or  more.  Mature  young  bulbs 
usually  measure  i}i  inches  or  more  in  diameter  depending  on  the  variety  and  the  vigor 
of  the  growth.  Good  young  bulbs  are  best  obtained  from  Gladiolus  growers  who 
propagate  their  own  stock  rather  than  from  jobbers  who  buy  their  bulbs  on  a  price 
basis  for  resale  purposes.  We  grow  all  our  own  bulbs  from  our  own  planting  stock. 

Where  to  Plant.  Gladioli  will  thrive  almost  any  place  in  any  soil  that  will  grow  good 
garden  vegetables.  However,  they  prefer  a  rich,  loose,  sandy  loam  and  a  sunny  location 
with  plenty  of  moisture.  Plant  them  in  beds  by  themselves,  in  the  borders  among  the 
perennials  and  bedding  plants,  in  groups  in  front  of  the  shrubbery,  or  in  rows  in  the 
vegetable  garden  for  cutting.  Do  not  plant  close  to  walls  of  foundations,  in  full  shade, 
or  near  roots  of  trees,  where  they  will  be  deprived  of  sunshine  or  lack  for  moisture. 

Soil  Preparation.  Good,  fertile  garden  soil  needs  no  special  preparation  other  than 
thorough  spading  and  pulverizing  to  a  depth  of  at  least  a  foot.  Heavy  clay  soil  should 
be  mellowed  by  the  addition  of  sand,  or  some  thoroughly  decayed  humus,  or  muck. 
Very  light,  sandy  soil  is  benefited  by  the  addition  of  decayed  humus,  or  rich  loam.  The 
richer  the  soil,  the  better  the  results  will  be.  A  heavy  covering  of  manure,  well  spaded 
under  in  the  fall  and  again  forked  over  and  raked  down  in  the  spring,  is  most  beneficial. 

When  to  Plant.  At  least  part  of  your  bulbs  should  be  planted  as  early  in  the  spring  as  the 
ground  is  fit  for  gardening.  To  lengthen  the  season  of  bloom  throughout  the  summer, 
successive  plantings  should  be  made  each  two  weeks  until  late  in  June.  As  there  is 
quite  a  difference  in  the  time  required  for  different  varieties  to  come  into  bloom,  it  is 
well  to  plant  of  each  variety  both  early  and  late.  Planting  time  varies,  of  course,  in  the 
different  climates.  A  safe  and  general  rule  is  to  plant  Gladioli  when  you  plant  early 
garden  vegetables. 

How  to  Plant.  Plant  in  clusters  or  at  random  throughout  the  borders,  spacing  the  bulbs 
3  to  6  inches  apart;  or  in  rows  20  inches  apart,  to  permit  of  free  and  intensive  culti¬ 
vation,  and  3  to  6  inches  apart  in  the  row.  Cover  the  bulbs  with  3  to  6  inches  of 
well-mellowed  earth,  depending  on  the  character  of  the  soil.  Plant  deeper  in  light  soils 
and  shallower  in  heavier  clay.  The  deeper  planting  insures  more  even  moisture  and 
tends  to  support  the  heavy  bloom  spikes  so  that  staking  is  not  so  necessary,  while 
shallow  planting  is  conducive  to  greater  bulblet  production. 

Watering  and  Cultivation.  Gladioli  require  plenty  of  water.  Intelligent  watering  is  far 
more  effective  in  producing  fine  flowers  than  extra  fertilization.  After  growth  starts, 
do  not  allow  the  soil  to  become  dry,  or  hard  and  baked.  If  nature  does  not  supply  rain 
and  drought  comes,  water  your  Gladioli,  not  by  sprinkling  lightly  each  day,  but  by 
soaking  the  ground  to  a  depth  of  six  inches  or  more  once  a  week.  Hoe  or  cultivate 
frequently,  particularly  after  each  rain  or  watering.  Keep  the  surface  of  the  ground 
well  worked  to  maintain  a  fine  dust-mulch  at  all  times.  This  will  draw  and  hold  the 
moisture  about  the  roots. 
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How  to  Fertilize.  If  your  soil  is  quite  rich  or  has  been  prepared  by  spading  under  manure 
in  the  fall,  no  fertilizer  should  be  used  at  planting  time.  Never  use  stable  manure  in 
the  spring  where  Gladioli  are  to  be  planted.  Bone-meal,  pulverized  sheep  manure  or 
commercial  potato  fertilizer  is  better  then.  Bone-meal,  which  is  the  slower  acting, 
may  be  worked  into  the  soil  when  the  beds  are  prepared,  or  mixed  with  the  top  soil  in 
covering  the  bulbs.  Sheep  manure  and  commercial  fertilizer  are  best  worked  into  the 
top  soil  at  planting  time,  and  worked  in  between  the  rows  after  growth  has  started. 
When  special  forcing  is  desired  to  stimulate  unusual  growth  and  to  produce  very  large 
show  spikes,  liquid  manure  may  be  used  with  telling  effect.  This  is  best  applied  by 
sprinkling,  in  weak  solution,  between  the  rows  once  a  week  after  the  bloom  spikes 
appear.  Nitrate  of  Soda,  (a  tablespoonful  to  two  gallons  of  water  for  each  dozen 
plants)  sprinkled  on  the  soil  about  the  plants  once  each  week  while  the  buds  are 
developing,  is  very  beneficial.  While  such  force-feeding  will  produce  immense  flowers, 
it  is  not  conducive  to  healthy  bulb  growth;  and  the  practice  is  only  recommended 
when  show  flowers  are  wanted  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  bulbs. 

How  to  Cut.  In  cutting  Gladioli  blooms,  remember  that  the  leaves  are  the  plant’s  lungs. 
If  you  value  your  bulbs,  do  not  sacrifice  their  vitality  for  the  sake  of  long  stems.  Leave  at 
least  four  leaves  for  the  new  bulbs  to  grow  on,  and  continue  cultivation  throughout  the 
summer  after  the  flowers  are  gone.  Cut  with  a  sharp  knife  to  avoid  bruising  the  stem. 
The  best  cut-flowers  are  obtained  by  cutting  the  spikes  just  as  the  first  flowers  are 
opening  and  blooming  them  indoors.  Arrange  them  in  a  vase  with  plenty  of  fresh 
water  and  keep  them  away  from  strong  air  currents.  Each  morning  cut  off  the  ends  of 
the  stems  with  a  sharp  knife,  rinse  the  wet  stems  thoroughly  and  rearrange  in  fresh 
water,  picking  off  any  wilted  flowers.  Be  sure  to  keep  the  inside  of  the  vase  or  container 
clean.  With  this  care,  more  blooms  may  be  opened  at  one  time,  and  the  spikes  will 
bloom  out  to  the  very  terminal  bud.  By  setting  fresh  cut  spikes  in  water  in  a  cool 
basement  to  develop  slowly,  more  and  larger  flowers  may  be  opened  at  one  time, 
and  very  wonderful  bloom  spikes  obtained. 

When  to  Dig.  Gladioli  are  not  hardy.  In  climates  where  the  ground  freezes,  the  bulbs 
must  be  dug  and  stored  for  winter.  As  soon  as  the  foliage  begins  to  turn  yellowish, 
when  the  maple  leaves  begin  to  fall,  and  before  the  ground  begins  to  freeze,  the  new 
bulbs  are  matured  and  ready  to  be  taken  from  the  ground.  Lift  them  carefully  with  a 
common  spading  fork,  and  be  sure  to  save  the  small  cormels,  or  bulblets,  that  are  lightly 
attached  at  the  base  of  the  bulbs,  if  you  care  to  grow  them  to  increase  your  plantings. 

How  to  Store.  When  digging,  cut  off  the  tops  close,  and  spread  the  bulbs  out  in  the  sun 
to  dry,  being  careful  that  they  are  not  caught  by  frosts  at  night.  Cure  thoroughly  in  a 
well  ventilated  place  indoors,  for  two  or  three  weeks.  When  the  old  corm  and  roots 
break  away  easily,  the  bulbs  are  ready  for  storing.  Clean  off  any  dirt,  break  away  the 
old  corms,  and  separate  the  bulblets  from  the  large  bulbs.  The  bulbs  are  best  stored  in 
shallow  boxes  or  trays  in  which  they  are  piled  not  over  four  inches  deep,  to  allow  free 
ventilation  and  avoid  dampness.  Keep  dry,  away  from  heat  or  frost.  A  cool,  dry 
cellar  is  the  ideal  place. 

How  to  Handle  Bulblets.  Bulblets  should  receive  special  attention,  and  are  best  stored 
by  themselves.  They  should  not  be  allowed  to  become  thoroughly  dried  out,  as  this 
delays  germination  when  planted  in  the  spring.  They  will  keep  well  packed  in  paper 
bags  or  boxes  in  a  vegetable  cellar  free  from  any  artificial  heat.  If  such  conditions  are 
not  available,  the  bulblets  may  be  kept  in  good  condition  by  placing  them  in  open 
containers, — wide  mouthed  bottles  or  fruit  jars  are  good — mixed  with  clean,  moist 
sand.  Do  not  cover  the  containers  tight  or  the  bulblets  will  mould.  Look  at  the 
containers  from  time  to  time,  and  if  any  sign  of  mould  is  evident,  air  the  contents 
thoroughly  by  pouring  into  a  separate  dish,  then  back  into  the  original  container.  If 
the  sand  becomes  dry,  add  moisture.  If  at  planting  time  the  shells  seem  hard  and 
brittle,  soak  the  bulblets  in  water  for  twenty-four  to  forty-eight  hours.  Plant  as  early 
as  possible  in  the  spring,  three  inches  deep,  in  rows  like  peas.  Quicker  and  better  germi¬ 
nation  seems  to  be  obtained  if  they  are  planted  so  thick  as  to  almost  touch  one  another. 
Weed  and  cultivate  them  faithfully  to  encourage  all  possible  growth.  In  good,  mellow 
soil,  a  dust-mulch  maybe  maintained  on  the  bulblet  bed  by  raking  over  the  rows  carefully 
with  a  common  garden  rake  even  after  the  top  growth  is  several  inches  above  ground. 
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The  Large-Flowered  Gladioli 

In  this  class  are  included  most  of  the  recognized  strains  of  Gladioli  except  the 
primulinus  type.  Extensive  cross  hybridization  between  the  formerly  more  or  less 
distinctively  defined  Gandavensis  and  Quartinianus  types  and  the  Childsii  and  Groff’s 
strains  has  so  obliterated  the  dividing  characteristics  that  it  is  now  more  practical  to 
class  them  all  as  Large-flowering  Gladioli.  In  this  classification  we  note  only  two 
different  types — the  plain,  or  smooth  petaled  varieties  and  the  ruffled,  or  frilled  kinds. 
Still  a  third  type  has  recently  been  developed  by  the  hybridizers,  having  decidedly 
laciniated  or  serrated  edges  to  the  petals.  This  class  is  undoubtedly  destined  to  become 
as  important  as  are  the  plain  and  ruffled  petaled  types  at  the  present  time,  but  as  yet  they 
are  too  new  and  rare  to  find  place  in  any  but  the  gardens  of  the  most  ardent  fanciers. 

Prices  quoted  are  for  large  bulbs  of  blooming  size.  Six  bulbs  of  a 
variety  will  be  supplied  at  the  dozen  rate;  lots  of  25  or  more  at  the 
hundred  rate. 

ABERDEEN  (Kunderd).  Medium  large,  well-rounded  flowers,  light  violet-rose, 
shading  deeper  at  the  tips  of  the  petals  and  at  the  throat,  are  well  faced  and  closely 
placed  on  a  strong  but  short  spikei 

Large  bulbs,  15  cts.  each;  40  cts.  for  3;  $1.50  per  doz. 

ADRIATIC  (Kunderd).  Medium  sized  flowers  of  an  odd  coloring.  The  ground  of 
orange-scarlet  is  heavily  suffused  and  blotched  with  deep  wine-blue;  lower  petals 
striped  crimson  on  a  creamy  white  throat  blotch.  A  very  distinct  variety  that 
always  attracts  attention.  Large  bulbs,  15  cts.  each ;  40  cts.  for  3;  $1.50  per  doz. 

ALOHA  (Diener).  Large,  wide-open  flowers  of  deep  rosy  pink,  shading  to  carmine  at 
the  tips  of  the  petals;  throat  blotched  ruby  speckled  with  silver. 

Large  bulbs,  50  cts.  each. 

AL  SHIRA  (Kunderd).  Well-rounded  flowers  of  rich,  velvety  Bordeaux,  shading 
lighter  at  the  center;  lower  petals  suffused  almost  black  Bordeaux  at  the  throat. 
Stems  medium  tall  and  straight.  The  perfect  form  of  the  flowers  and  the  very  dark, 
rich  coloring  make  this  a  distinct  variety  that  is  much  admired.

AMERICA  (Banning).  A  grand  old  variety  that  still  holds  its  place  as  one  of  the  most 
popular  commercial  varieties  because  its  delicate  coloring  makes  it  an  appropriate 
flower  for  any  occasion.  Large,  wax-like  flowers  of  soft  lavender-pink,  well  set  on  a 
strong,  straight  spike.

Certain  of  these  older  commercial  Gladioli  have  become  the  standards  of  comparison  by 
which  later  introductions  are  judged.  To  properly  know  “Glads’*  an  acquaintance  with  the 
standard  varieties  is  essential  They  may  become  common  to  one  who  has  grown  them  for 
years,  but  they  are  the  really  tried  and  true  kinds  that  have  survived  from. the  hundreds  of 
earlier  Gladioli  and  certainly  merit  a  place  in  any  representative  collection. 

ANMUT  (Pfitzer).  An  early  flowering  variety  producing  medium  sized  flowers  of 
soft  Orient-pink,  sometimes  flaked  Begonia-rose  at  the  borders,  and  blending  to 
Baryta-yellow  on  the  tongue.  Medium  tall,  straight  stem  with  somewhat  loosely 
spaced  flower  spike.  A  free  flowering  variety  of  delicate  coloring  suitable  for 
commercial  use.  Large  bulbs,  75  cts.  each;  $2.00  for  3;  $7.50  per  doz. 

ANNA  EBERIUS  (Diener).  Large,  rounded  flowers  of  flat,  wide-open  form  that  are 
always  well  faced  on  a  strong,  straight  stem.

How  to  Grow  Lilies 

Select  a  well  drained  location  for  your  Lily  planting.  The  ground  should  be  prepared 
well  in  advance  by  digging  deep,  16  inches  or  more.  If  drainage  is  not  perfect,  arrange  for 
drainage  by  an  underbed  of  stones  or  porous  materials.  On  top  of  this  should  be  at  least  2 
feet  of  good  loam  mixed  with  leaTmold  and  sand  in  liberal  proportions.  If  fertilization  is 
necessary,  use  bone-meal.  Do  not  use  stable  manure  of  any  kind.  In  their  natural  state, 
Lilies  thrive  in  what  might  be  termed  “poor  soil,”  and  they  should  not  be  over  fertilized. 
Plant  Lily  bulbs  deep  so  they  will  be  covered  with  a  depth  of  soil  at  least  twice  the  diameter 
of  the  bulbs — eight  to  ten  inches  is  not  too  deep.  They  should  not  be  planted  alone  but  do 
better  where  there  is  a  protective  ground-cover  and  where  they  are  not  subjected  to  frequent 
cultivation.  Most  Lilies  may  be  planted  in  either  spring  or  fall.  They  are  best  planted 
when  fresh  dug  bulbs  are  obtainable.

The  Perennial  Phlox  might  well  be  called  the  flower  of  summer.  Blooming  as  they 
do  at  the  between-season  time  when  spring  has  past  and  before  the  fall  flowers  come,  they 
fill  in  the  border  plantings  and  furnish  color  during  the  trying  months  of  July  and  August 
when  all  else  fails.

Plant  in  the  full  sun  if  possible,  but  they 
will  do  well  in  partial  shade,  provided  they  are  not  robbed  by  roots  of  the  trees  or 
shrubbery.  Set  eighteen  inches  to  two  feet  apart  and  cultivate  frequently.  Destroy  all 
chance  seedlings  that  may  appear,  as  they  revert  to  the  old  magenta  types  and  may 
eventually  choke  out  your  parent  plants.  Divide  the  old  clumps  and  reset  every  third  year, 
or  replace  with  new  roots,  if  you  would  have  strong,  thrifty  plants.

Tigridia  (Tigerflower) 

This  old-fashioned  flower  with  its  brilliant  coloring  and  curious  tiger-like  blotches  is 
rarely  seen  in  present  day  gardens.  Since  bright  colors  are  now  desired,  the  Tigridias  are 
again  in  active  demand.  They  are  summer  flowering  bulbous  plants  that  bloom  freely 
from  mid-summer  until  frost,  on  stems  2  feet  high.  The  flowers  are  large,  triangular  in 
shape,  often  measuring  4  to  6  inches  across,  and  are  peculiarly  marked  with  spots  and 
blotches  in  brilliant  shades  of  orange-scarlet,  yellow,  gold  and  brown.  The  foliage  and 
bulbs  are  similar  in  appearance  to  the  Gladiolus,  and  cultural  requirements  are  the  same. 
The  bulbs  are  planted  in  the  spring  after  danger  of  frost  is  past  and  must  be  dug  in  the  fall 
and  stored  in  a  cool  dry  place  where  they  will  not  freeze.  Mice  seem  particularly  fond  of 
Tigridias  and  the  bulbs  must  be  carefully  protected  during  the  winter. 

Tigridia  pavonia  (Common  Tigerflower).  Very  large,  flat  flowers  with  a  distinct  shell- 
like  center.  The  three  large  petals  are  bright  orange-scarlet  and  the  center  is  clear, 
bright  yellow  curiously  blotched  with  markings  of  gold  and  reddish-brown.
